BELIEVED AUSTRIA WILL DECLARE WAR TODAY 

LONDON, July 30.—A despatch from St. Feters burg to Reuters says it is believed in St, Petersburg 
that Austria will declare war against Russia tomorrow. The despatch adds that if this should be the 
case it is understocd that Emperor Nicholas will go to Moscow to deliver a pronouncement in the 
Uspensky Cathedral wa faa rere ia oy 

“LONDON, July 31.—Early this morning Gomes news that the German Cabinct,. presided over by the 
emperor, sat at Potsdam until midnight and that a censorship over the telegraph lines is being imposed 
at Berlin; 

It is interpreted here as implying preparation for German mobilization and a few hours will prob- 
ably decide whether Europe is to be involved-in a general wartare. 

It is fully expeeted both at London and Berlin that the Russian foreign minister, Sergius Sazonoff, 
will reply to Germany’s demand for an explanation to the effeet that Russian mobilization has already 
been ordered and cannot be cancelled. 

In the event of Germany mobilizing it is thought Mr. Asquith will immediately ask parliament to 
sanction a large vote of credit as a necessary preca ution, 

Suspense and Sup pressed Emotions 

BERLIN, July 30.—The city is in an atmosphere of suspense and suppressed emotions, These 
found an occasional vent in patriotic outbursts, but the general feeling was that the country is on the 
edge of a voleano, , 

The feeling was intensified by a war extra of the Lokal Anzieger, which is known as the kaiser’s 
paper, late this afternoon. It was stated in this edition that private reports from St. Petersburg were 
so serious that the paper would not print them until they had been confirmed. 

Early in the forenoon crowds began to converge in Unter den Linden on the Avenue of Victory, and 
at 10 o'clock a renewal of the manifestations before the Austrian embassy began, 

As a detachment of the Kaiserin Auguste régiment marched up Unter den Linden to relieve the 
palace guard, with the band playing martial musice, it was followed by several thousand people with 
thunderous cheers and shouts of ‘‘Hoeh das Deutsch land,’’ ‘*Hoech, hoch der Kaiser,’’ and ‘*Hoch 
Austria,”’ 

The guard house at the Bradenburger gate and the monuments of Bismarek, Von Moltke and Von 
Roon, and the Column of Victory were the Mecca of the people, 

At 2 o’cloek the principal streets were a mass of moving humanity, especially in Unter den Linden, 
where there was a strong detail of police, part of Which was in front of the Russian embassy and 
another section near the Freneh emabassy, but the crowds were quiet and orderly and there was no 


disturbance, 

At 5 o'clock the newspaper war extras were ¢arried about in automobiles from. which they were 
distributed free, The automobiles were stormed by the crowds, who were impatient to learn the latest 
news, 

War Fever Grips Berlin Populace 

Ories of ‘‘Down with Russia’? resound tonight in Unter den Linden, where vast throngs of excited 
thousands are moving from the imperial palace down through the Branderburger gate to the famous 
Avenue of Victory around the column of Vietory, which is largely composed of French eannon eaptured 
ir 1870. This is faced by huge statues of Prince Pismarck, Field Marshall von Moltke and Field 
Marshal von Roon, 

The immense crowds are singing ‘‘The Watch On the Rhine,’’

In front of the Russian embassy on Unter den Linden there are constant shouts of ‘‘Down with 
Russia,’’ while across the street and almost opposite there are jeers at the French embassy. 

The most enthusiastic demonstra- 
tions were in front of the Austrian embassy, near the reichsiag building. Three German general staff 
officers wio passed near by were nearly mobbed by the enthusiastic people, who insisted on shaking 
their hands.

AUSTRIAN AND SERVIAN 
VERSIONS OF ATTACK 
MADE UPON BELGRADE

VIENNA, July 30.—The tollowing official despatch was received here 
tonight: “About midnight machine gun fire was opened from Belgrade, and 
in reply the Austria-Hungarian monitors bomburded the e'ty At one o'clock 
in the morning the powder magazine in Belgrade blew up At dawn the 
Servians made another unsuccessful attempt to destroy the bridges, 

‘As shots were fired from the Servian custam house on our troops, our 
artillery was trained upon the building, which was quickly demolished This 
was followed by the sound of rifle fire. Simultaneously fire broke out in 
different points in Be'grade. 

“During the Servians attempts to blow up the bridges, sixteen Servians 


: were captured by our men and taken to Petervardien 


“It is rumored that serious disturbances have broken out in New Servia, 
where the non-Servian elements are reported to have refused to enter the 
army.”

BELGRAL July 80.—The Austrians opened a heavy cannonade in 
tnelr second attack on Belgrade at 11 o'clock last night The guns of the 
Austrian monitors and the batteries at Semiin fired until 2 o'clock this 
morning. Several buildings were damaged. The Servian guns replied only 
occasionally. \An Austrian gunboat was badly damaged. 

An attempt by the Austrians to cross the river was repulsed with severe 
losses by heavy infantry and machine gun fire. The rifle fire lasted until 
four in the morning. There were no Servian losses 

The Austrians made several other attempts to cross the rivers Sava and 
Denube, but were everywhere driven back. It is reported that they intend 
to renew their bombardment of Belgrade today, 

Report Says Belgrade Occupica

| ALONG ALL EAST COAST 
SEEKING INVADERS 


Britain's Coast is Guarded by Men Drawn From Territorials—Navy 
Ready For War at a’ Moment’'s Notice—Destination of Great 
Fleet Still a Mystery

LONDON, July 30.—The British navy is ready for war at a 
inoment’s notice, and the British army is quietly and swiftly prepar 
ing. The war office throws cold water en the word ‘‘mobilization’’ 
and has issued another carefully franted official notice to the news 
papers that only ‘‘the usual precautions’ are being taken, 

Nevertheless, every step necessary to place the land forees on a 
war footing, except the summoning of the territorials to arms, has 
heen taken. All the territorial officers received orders today to be 
prepared for a eall to duty, 
MANY TERRITORIALS HAVE 
BEEN ORDERED ON DUTY 

A large section of the engineer's staff of the territorials has been 
erdered on duty, It electricians, mine layers, bridge 
luilders and seareh light and light house experts. Some of these 
forces are being sent to Lreland to replace the engineers of the regular 
urmy, all of whom have been withdrawn from that place for duty in 
connection With the land defences, particularly on the eastern coast. 

Every officer and private of the regular foree on leave has been 
recalled. The only reasor for absence aceepted is serious illness. All 
the police on leave have likewise returned to duty, some of them to 
replace the soldiers guarding the military stores and stations, who 
are needed elsewhere, 

The forees at Aldershot have been reinforced by various forces 
from other points, and a battalion of the Duke of Cornwall’s regiment 
which was about to embark for Hong Kong has been detained. 
SEARCH LIGHTS GUARD AGAINST 
SURPRISE INVASION ON EAST COAST 

The search light stations on the eastern coast, whose office is to 
guard against a surprise invasion and which usually are manned by 

keleton staffs, are now fully manned, largely by territorials. Coast- 
wise steamers report the lights all along the coast as being in opera- 
tion all last night, playing their shafts on every incoming and every 
outgoing vessel, 

None but the admiralty, which is in constant touch through wire 
less at Whitehall, knows the whereabouts of the first fleet which left 
Portland yesterday, but it is a safe presumption that the fleet is in a 
pc sition close to the channel where it cua strike the North Sea in the 
event of hostilities,

Mayor Issues Statement Setting 
Forth His View of the Pres- 
ent Situation 


HE BLAMES ALDERMEN 


FOR CAUSING DELAY | 


Says Council Has Net Allowed | 


Him Sufficient Scope for His 
Judgment 


(From Evening Ealition) 

That only $500,000 worth of Bd- 
monton’s issue of treasury notes for 
four million dollars had been sold, as 
was announced exclusively in the 
Bulletin, and that the bank advises 
that it is impossible to make any fur- 
ther sales at the present time, is the 
gist of a statement issued by Mayor 
MeNamara yesterday. The mayor 
tried to get a meeting of the finance 
committee this morning, but as it had 
been called on very short notice, only 
two members appeared, so it was im- 
possible to hold a session, 

The mayor blames the city council 
for five days’ delay in issuing the 
treasury notes, and states that this 
has been the cause of the failure of 
the banks to sell the entire four mil- 
lion dollars worth. The mayor does 
not recall the fact that the proposal 


was outlined to him in Toronto on 
June 29th, that the bank here was 


advised of the negotiations, but that 
the mayor did not advise the council 
by telegram, There was delay of ten 
days before the matter was laid be- 
fore the council. 

The mayor issued _ the - following 
typewritten statement to the reporters 


yesterday scttings out his view 
the situation: 
“On the 28th inst. the Imperial 


Bank, Edmonton, advised the mayor 
to the effect that a cable had been 
received from Lioyd’s Bank, London, 
dated 24th inst., stating that they 
had endeavored to lace some of the 
Edmonton treasury bills, but with 
little result. Institutions that had 
agreed previously to take $1,000,000 
if rate were increased to 4 1-2 per 
cent. have withdrawn. The market 
was missed owing to a delay of a 
week and” political developments in 
the meantime. So far $500,000 has 
been placed. and that it was not con- 
sidered advisable to endeavor to make 
further sales at the present time. 
“Another cable was received on the 
28th inst., saying that it was quite 
impossible to do anything at present 
until the situation had cleared’ up. 
The bank expresses the opinion that 
it was very unfortunate such delay oc- 
curred in passing the bylaw; and it 
will be seen that one week only was 
sufficient to nullify the effurts of the 
mayor and bank to finance the city.” 
After reviewing the course of the 
by-laws in the council, the mayor goes 
on: ’ 
“The whole cause of the trouble 
may be set down in a few words as 
being in the refusal of the council to 
allow the finance commissioner suffi 
cient scope in which to use his judg- 
ment; and futther, in the pensistent 
obstruction of ‘publjc business on the 
part of certain members of the coun- 
cil who themselves have no sugges- 
tions to effer. The offer of the bank 
was to sell treasury notes to whoever 
would buy them in London, the bank 
making its usual commission. The 
bank, therefore, had no greater finan- 
celal interest than any other financial 
agent would have had. Had the 
city offered to sell treasury notes 
through any other agency ine same 
commission would have been asked 
for, and therefore the argument that 
the bank was acting in its own inter- 
est rather than in that of the city is 
unreasonable and misleading. Every 
financial authority has strongly ad- 
vised Canadian municipalities not to 
place debentures on the market at the 
present time, and the mayor, in ad- 
vising the sale of treasury notes, was 
simply accepting the advice of those 
closely in touch with the money 
market, The whole incident goes 


4o show that certain members of the 


council are more concerned 
fying their spite than in conserving 
the interests of those Whom they are 
supposed to represent.” 


WINNIPEG GRAIN 

WINNIPEG, July 30.—The ‘wheat 
market was again excited over the 
war news and prices for all months, 
in sympathy with Liverpool, opened 
fe higher. This advance made July 
wheat $1, October 98c and December 
97c, Despite the wild and excited 
conditions the volume of trading is 
very light. One prominent member 
said that the brokers were not encour- 
aging new business today and a ru- 
mor was around that Chicago might 
close until matters were more settled. 
The range of prices up to noon was 
1 l-4c to 1 3-4¢ and at date they were 
fairly steady at 1l-fe to le over the 
opening. Weather and crop condi- 
tions were simply neglected, the news 
fro the ther side of the Atlantic 
being eagerly watched for, At 12 
o'clock October wheat was sold for 
$1 also, ‘but eased off I-ic shortly 
after, All cash offerings of wheat are 
bought up ravidly and there is quite 
a good trade. No oats or flax to any 
extent are on the cash market. The 
weather over the prairie provinces hus 
been warm and light rain has oceur- 
red at five points, Flax, following the 
opening, made a sensational drop 
caused by Havidation and stood at 
noon about 10 to 12 cents lower than 
opening prices. Closing prices were: 
Wheat, 6 1-1c to 6 1-88 up; flax 6 3-40 
io ce lower. Cagh wheat, 4c to 6 b-8c 
higher; oats, 1-2c to 1 1-4¢ higher; 
barley, unchanged; flax, 8 1-2c¢ lower. 

Inspections totalled 76 cars as 
against 190 last year, and in eight 
were 170.
